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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC EDITORIALS

Times: The finances of the Broadway theatre repre- 
sent an accumulation of improvisations over a period of years, 
Actors who have to accept the minimum wage find themselves 
less well paid than the members of some of the craft unions 
who are less passionafely devoted to the theatre, The pay scales 
and working regulation of some craft unions contribute largely 
to the excessive costs of producing. So do the high salaries of 
stars who also demand a percentage of the gross, and some dir- 
ectors are also in a position to drive hard bargains, Nobody out- 
side the theatre knows enough of the myriad details of costs and 
temperaments to resolve the trouble between Actors Equity and 
the League of NY Theatres, But the prospect is gloomy, A gay 
corner of the may may become dark, 


Herald Tribune: The average taxpayer will not so read 
ily understand how Mayor Wagner proposes to get along on a few 
millions less, the same to be applied as a subsidy pure and sim- 
ple for Broadway labor peace. A strike would be costly for 
everybody, So are a lot of other strikes expensive, and yet gov- 
ernment doesn't leap in with economic sweeteners, To buy off 
a strike or lockout with tax money would set a dangerous pre- 
cedent. If the city feels obliged to help Broadway, why stop 
there... We doubt that either Equity or the League wants a strike, 
But they have got so hot at each other, notably on the pension item 
that the ordinary processes of negotiation seem useless, Let the 
Mayor take personal charge at once, without waiting for the com- 
batants to beat themselves, the theatre industry and the civic in- 
terest into a pulp, 


Mirror: Certain facts of the amusement problem are 
true and cannot be controverted: 1. The price of tickets is too 
high, is growing higher and gives the impression that the theatre 
is pricing itself out of existence! 2. Nobody can altogether de- 
fine what an actor is and therefore a great many who so describe 
themselves are mostly out of work or are employed for short per 
iods, 3, Today most plays are financed by investors outside of 
the theatre who believe they can get a better return than in their 
own businesses or the stock market, 4, The non-player unions 
are monopolistic, develop ridiculous feather-bedding methods , 
divert too much of the proceeds of a performance, In a word it 
is discouraging for a talented and trained actor to earn less than, 
or to be denied the better living that is available to the artisan, 
The important point for all parties to note is that if the live thea- 
tre is priced out of bounds, people will change their habits, turn 
to other divertisements, and it will be as hard to bring the theatre 
back as it was to revive vaudeville, 


World Telegram & Sun: A general shutdown will be a 
death warrant for marginal shows hovering between profit and 
loss, Even some of the more succesful shows could be mortally 
hurt. A prolonged strike would compound the damage immeasur- 
ably--not the least of which would be the scratching of one of the 
principal attractions that lure tourists and their spending money 
this way. There must be a sensible compromise, Mayor Wagner's 
promise to consider relinquishing the city's 5% admission tax is 
one hopeful glimmer. 


NBC -TV "Crisis on Broadway" Discussion 


Two interesting ideas on where the money for an actor's 
pension might come from as well as what seemed to be major 
concessions were voiced on NBC-TV "Crisis on Broadway" Sun- 
debate with producers David Merrick and Arthur Cantor and act- 
ors Hiram Sherman and Michael Tolan, Rebate of the NYC 5% 
admission tax to a general fund for pensions for all theatre un - 
ions, with a reserve of over $2 million a year, suggested by Mer- 
rick, Equity duesassestments by salary brackets, with top stars 
paying a higher percentage could result in between $1 and $2 mill- 
ion a higher, suggested Cantor. Merrick also stated that all of 
the items under discussion in the dispute , excepting the pension 
idea, could probably be settled. While Sherman was willing for 
the Equity-League talks to continue past the May 31 deadline . 
Cantor also blamed much of the Equity problems with the pro- 
ducers on the methods of its lawyers, who also represent the 
National Maritime Union. 


LATE NEWS: Off Broadway theatres reported sell - 
outs for the weekend as a result of the Broadway theatre 
shutdown, Ticket brokers aided in shifting sales to the down- 
town playhouses. U,S,A, which had scheduled to close this 
weekend may remain open, it had a free "show-bus" in Times 
Square offering transportation... Twin-bill of Krapp's Last 
Tape and The Zoo Story shifted back to original schedule of 
7 and 10 PM performances Fri and Sat... Man and Superman 
revival set for Aug 16 at Jan Hus House by Archer-Aubrey 
Productions, Hugh Whitfield director, 


Grand Kabuki-City Center 6/2/-6/22.7 pros filed on 
program of 3 short Japanese plays presented by Toyko com- 
pany in first western appearance, All were impressed,though 
most admitted they lacked background for full understanding, 
Atkinson, Times, found all three plays on first bill interesting 
and enjoyed the 15th century Noh play the most, it is imaginat- 
ion and fable, Kerr, Herald Tribune, praised the delightful com- 
pany. Coleman, Mirror, cheered magnificent company, and 
okayed wireless translation system, Chapman, News, was 
impressed especially by the singsong voices,amazing depth 
of facial expressions and the magnificent costumes, Watts, 
Post, admitted being a partisian was inescapabely impressed 
in watching the work of so dedicated a troupe of performers. 
Miorello, WTS, lauded unfailing stimulating sampe of Japan- 
ese art form, McClain, Journal American, okayed it for the 
devout students, but feared it lacked much popular appeal, 
strike or no strike, All praised aid of wireless earphone 
sets which provide translations and rent for $1 each, 


EQUITY LEAGUE DISPUTE 


MON-5/30: After several weekend Equity-League dis- 
cussions at Hotel Manhattan no progress in the contracts talks 
was reported, National Labor Relations Board office in NY is 
being given information to back up charges brought by League 
against Equity. 


TUES 5/31: Casts of Broadway shows at midnight meet- 
ing at Astor Hotel voted to reject League request to postpone 
pension demands in favor of "more concrete minimum pay 
offers," 


WED-6/1: Concessions on both pension plans and min- 
imum wages were made by both sides, but both sides reported 
an agreement could not be made, Cast of The Tenth Man as 
planned reported to Equity meeting at 7 30 PM forcing the can- 
cellation of drama. Ticket holders were invited to see 14 other 
shows which held their curtain, or were given refunds, 


THUR-6/2: Equity and League met with Mayor Wagner 
at City Hall, but the Mayor reported no settlement was possible 
in time to avert the closing down of all the Broadway theatres, 
The Mayor's offer to set up a "Fact Finding Committee" whose 
decision would not be binding was accepted by Equity, but reject- 
ed by the League. The Tenth Man producers, Arthur Cantor 
and Arnold Saint Subber filed a $1 million breach of contract 
suit against Equity and the play's cast, At curtain time all the 
casts of the Broadway shows reported to their theatres to find 
the doors locked and the marquees covered with signs reading 
"Equity strike. '' Union charges lockout and insists it is not on 
strike, A soundtruck parked in Shubert Alley by the League 
gave their side, while leaflets handed out by actresses at the 
theatres presented the union side, Ticket refunds were made, 
and will continue to be made by mail or in person, 


FRI- 6/3; Equity-League talks continue at 10 AM, $10 
per day strike benefits for all Broadway cast members start- 
ed , Cast members, accompanied by Pinkerton guards, were 
allowed to enter the theatres to collect their personal belong- 
ings. As of Fri the differences in demands and offers were-- 
Pensions-Union cut demand to start at 1% of payroll starting 
in Oct, raising 1/2% per year, League okayed 1% to start the 
second year of contract... Broadway minimums-Equity cut 
first demand from $120 to $115, League up to $110... Rehear- 
sal pay-Equity sticks to $100 for first year, League offers 
$80 first year.

1919 STRIKE,,..23 shows were shut from Aug 7 to Sept 6, 
1919 in the first and only strike of Actors Equity 
against the producers, recalls McClain, Journal 
American, Times Square became the scene of 
nightly celebrations in front of each theatre as the 
actors exhorted the crowds and displayed flamboy- 
ant banners, The newly formed Equity's member- 
ship grew from 2700 to 14,000 in 30 days, The Pro- 
ducing Managers Assn finally signed a five year con- 
tract providing a standard minimum and recognizing 
the union as sole bargaining agent for its members, 


PROS & CONS BY TMK 


A theatre czar with strong powers and a strong voice 
to both encourage the growth of NY theatre and to halt any 
possible future labor disputes long before they become dan- 
gerous is a necessity, If the industry does not have the good 
sense to appoint such a person and to do it fast, then the city 
must, The current dispute shows what a hopeless tangle the 
NY theatre unions and producers have built up over the years, 
The methods of compulsive name-calling, conflicting sets of 
figures and general confusion hurting the public more than 
themselves defy the ordinary means of labor negotiations .

Theatre 1960 isn't all dim though, The news that the 
fabled Tyrone Guthrie will alight in Minneapolis to start a 
nonprofit repertory theatre in May 1962 is the best argument 
yet for this type of private, subscription theatre. NY, with 
the unions willing, should have two strong non-profit repert- 
ory companies by then, the Phoenix and Lincoln Center. To- 
gether with the Ford Grants to other groups around the coun- 
try, many actors should find full employment in the theatre. 


* * 


An interesting experiment in summer theatre prices 
might yet be tried if The Andersonville Trial can survive the 
theatre dispute. A near 50% cut in prices and a phone reser- 
vation service were both to start this week, A general reduct- 
ion in prices to all, not just those lucky enough to come across 
the two-for-one tickets, is a much fairer way to stimulate sales, 
The phone service plan, used so profitably Off Broadway, would 
make ticket buying more convenient for suburban theatre fans ,

A noiseless candy wrapper is sought by a British cab- 
inet minister who is also a theatre fan, There is nothing more 
infuriating during a critical part of the play than to hear some- 
one unwrapping a box of chocolates, John Hare , Minister of Ag- 
riculture, Fisheries and Food told a trade session, The good 
gentlemen is wrong, of course. Much worse is the opening of 
individually wrapped hard candies!

Mexican theatre critics were panned by a leading actor 
for being easy on his colleagues and for over-praising starlets 
whose major talent is exhibiting their bodies . NY critics can 
hardly wait for the State Dept Cultural Exchange program to 
catch up with this form of Latin American show business.

A sense of responsibility to the public is sadly lack- 
ing in both sides of the current theatre dispute. The merits 
of each side have been voiced widely by all means of comm- 
unications and the bitterness of each side is apparent. But 
nowhere is there a bit of sadness for the out-Of-town theatre 
fan spending his time and money totravel hundreds of miles 
to see a production that he has been looking forward to for 
months, Producers, rightly or wrongly, think that if the cus- 
tomer really wants to see a given play, he will eventually 
come back and see it, Actors don't seem to give adamn . 
Vivien Leigh on WNTA Open End last week stated simply that 
while she had to support US Actors Equity she did not believe 
actors should strike, because they perform a public service. 
Producers also perform this same public service, and it is 
time both sides recognized this, In any other labor dispute 
you can think of, there is always an alternative for the buy- 
ing public--another store, another brand, another service . 
But when the NY theatre closes down, that's it, In any other 
industry these self-styled "artists" would be sued as a mono- 


poly.
